shown below with’ their possible Soviet equivalents. The Soviet ranks, 
together with their United States Army equivalent^ have been taker from 
the National Intelligence Survey 26, Section 8l. Note that when standard 
English translations of the dhineBe terms are made, several discrepancies 
appear | therefore if the proposed Chinese terms for equivalent Soviet ranks 
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are adopted^ apparently the former standard English translations for some 
of tile terms will not apply. Note also that apparently there are to be 
no Chinese ranks equivalent to the very highest Soviet ranks. This report 
tends to confirm recent prisoner of war statements that the Chinese Communist 
army will soon adopt a conventional system of ranks and insignia.
